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THE YEAR OF THE TIGHT BELT 


Let us not, in our enthusiasm over AVCO lose 
sight of one thing. 1956 is the Year of the 
Tight Belt, a phrase which we have used before, 
and which we shall probably use again. 

The people at the Town Meeting were 100% in 
favor of the new industry. They foresaw an eas- 
ing of their tax burden. We believe they were 
correct, but -- let's not get too enthusiastic. 
One vote doesn't necessarily bring roses and 
sunshine. It will take much more than that. 

It will take two years before AVCO is comple- 
ted. When that has core to pass we can still 
expect only about’ 50% of the taxes that that 
company will pay, for under the Corporation law 
the Commonwealth will get all the taxes on mach 
inery and the Town the taxes on land and build- 
ings. In other words, perhaps we will have 
a $2,000,000 source of revenue, by 1958- 

Meanwhile,some tough fiscal problems face the 
Town. Our borrowing capacity is stretched near- 
ly to the limit. If the new School Building 
committee recommends a $7-800,000 school, as we 
hear that some feel they should, we will have 
reached the absolute limit of our borrowing. 

But that may not be the only money that the 
Town may have to borrow this year, and that is 
where the shoe imay really pinch. It begins to 
look as though the Town will have to borrow 
than the usual sum,"in anticipation of revenue" 

Ordinarily we borrow $150,000 a year in this 
manner,to pay the ordinary expenses of the Town 
before tax money has been collected. When the 
taxes are paid the loan is then repaid. 

The Revaluation of Land, expected to be com 
pleted this spring is progressing slower than 
was expected, for several different reasons. 


No one can say at this moment when this reval- 
uation, with its attendant complexities will be 
completed. After that it will still take some 
time to prepare tax bills, ete ete. We have 
heard one informed man guess that the tax bills 
will not be ready until late summer. 

If such is the case the town will just have 
to borrow additional money " in anticipation of 
revenue" 

If we do that we cannot borrow the money for 
the new school - at least this year. 

It is The Year of the Tight Belt. 


THE PARKING STUDY

matched by a similar sum, a grant from the Fed- 
eral government. The total sum available will 
be $4200- 

One individual, a little confused, asked why 
‘this was necessary. Others, we believe, have 
failed to clearly understand. The explanation 
given from the floor was not exactly clarifying 

We are wholly in accord with the idea of em—- 
ploying a professional consultant, to make this 
survey. We hope that not only will our parking 
problems be solved, but that at the same time 
the long range plan that was promised will have 
embodied in it plans for a Civie Center, around 
which ecanfbe a Town Hall, Police Station, ete. 

We have been asked - why vote this money to 
be spent hiring an out of town man? Why not let 
some of the local boys form a committee and 
spend the money in our home town? 

It is a good question, and the answer is that 
this is not a job for amateurs,even profession- 
ally qualified amateurs. 

Local people have ‘een trying for years to 
accomplish something along this line, but they 
have been uniformly unsuccessful. As long ago 
as 1916 a gentleman by the name of A Chandler 
Manning, a professional architect, projected a 
plan for improving traffie conditions in Wil- 
mington Square. It was a good plan, and includ- 
thoughts about a Civie Center. It came to 
naught. 

Since then Selectmen and others have taken up 
the fight, but in vain. They were butting their 
heads against a stone wall of inertia and cau- 
tion on the part of state authorities and 
others. 

It is a sad commentary to have to relate such 


caution and inertia on the part of our state 
officials, but it must be also recognized that 
quite often these state officials were dealing 
with local amateurs from the various towns who 
did not have a professional background. 

The problem has only been intensified during 
the passing years, and now, with AVCO, it pro- 
mises to become still more intensified. 

Main Street is a state highway. Only with the 
active participation of the state can we accom- 
plish any thing worth while, in improving our 
parking situation. And the only way we can get 
the state to listen to our proposals seriously 
is to have them made by a person of high pro- 
fessional standing. 

If we are to spend the money,we want results. 
No amateurs, how ever well intentioned can, we 
feel, make the state wake up. 


A LEGITIMATE GREIVANCE 


There were a number of people at the Board of 
Appeals hearing, last Thurscay evening, to pro 
test against the installation of a cement hop- 
per, on the Murray Printing Company, in North 
Wilmington. 

We believe that they had the wrong target 
but we are certain that they had a legitimate 
grievance, and that the grievance is one that 
is not limited to the area in North Wilmington 
from which these people came. 

The Board of appeals was told that the cement 
hopper should not be allowed, because of (1) 
dust, (2) danger to children, from trucks, at 
the Whitefield School, and (3) the actions of 
gravel trucks, spilling gravel, and speeding 
through the various parts of town. 

As far as (1) is concerned, if there were to 
be any dust there, the Murray Printing Company 
should be the first to be concerned. That com- 
pany stores large quantities of paper in build 
ings near the proposed location of the cement 
hopper. Dust ruins paper. The Murray Company is 
apparantly unconcerned, so it follows tht 
they are convineed there will be no dust. 

(2) is a different problem. Trucks coming 
from a driveway are not as dangerous, in our 
eyes, as trucks which are already out on the 
highways. We don't consider this to he a prob- 


lem here. We think, instead, that the problem

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would he magnified if these trucks were coming 
down Middlesex Avenue f'rom a location in an- 
other part of town. By that time there would 
be possibly a considerable speed, and there 
would be danger to the children. But coming 
out of a driveway, onto the street - no. 

(3) we consider to be a legitimate greivance, 
and about which we would like to see some ac- 
tion. It is not only in North Wilmington, but 
almost every where in town where gravel trucks 
are speeding, overloaded, and spilling gravel 
onto the streets and lawns, almost daily. West 
Street residents have complained considerably, 
on this point. We know residents of*Wilmington 
who are forced to sweep gravel from their 
lawns almost weekly, and we know of other in- 
stances, of people who live near curves, where 
they are performing a continuous public serv- 


. i 


ice, sweeping spilled gravel off the highways. 
This is a situation that threatens to get 
worse, instead of better. When Route 28 is 
built through Wilmington there will be hnund- 
reds of gravel trucks on our highways, and 
life threatens to become quite bitter at that 
time. 

The Town of Beverly, we are told, found the 
answer to this problem. That town, our infor 


mant, tells us, passed a by-law which prohib- 
ited gravel trueks from loading to within six 
inches of the top of the truckbody. any truck- 
er who violated that law was taken to courtand 
fined $20. Half a dozen ‘such fines soon taught 
the needed lesson, and the beauty of the law 
was that’ it affected out of town as well as 
local trucks. 

To avoid discrimination against 
at the same time, they were allowed to install 
temporary sideboards, which were six inches 
above the truck body, and which could be taken 
off ‘efore the time had come to dump the load. 
Thus the trucks were carrying as big a load as 
before, and the gravel was not being spilled 
on the streets. 

We need such a law in 
some strict enforcement, 
police.
